Without , a spark of life In It, the 
body of Frank Frazier, 27 year old 
Grayslake musician, was found hud* 
died under the steering wheol of his 
car In a ditch near Liberty corners 
on the Wilmot road In Kenosha coun- 
ty Friday morning. The victim, who 
had a bullet hole In his temple and a 
horse pistol belonging to his father 
In hLs Inp, was bollovod t'o have com- 
mltod suicide, according to the find- 
ings of Coronor.A. II. Schmidt of Ke- 
nosha' 

Reported by Farmer 

Noticing the car In the ditch about 
6 o'clock, a farmer living near the 
scene of the tragedy reported the 
case to authorities and upon Investi- 
gation they found evidences which, 
led them to believe that the man had 
been murdered. 

In answer to Inquiry, Clifford, the 
brother of the victim told authori- 
ties that Frank had gone home Thurs- 
day night and remained there about 
an hour only to drive away in his car 
and not return. Clifford Identified 
the big old fashioned gun as one be- 
longing, to his father. 

Evidences Lead to Murder Theory 

Although the position of the body 
in the car, the fact that the man's 
shoes were muddy, and his ankles 
turned over as though he might have 
been dragged Into the machine from 
a muddy ditch, and the fact that the 
index finger on his right hand had 
been severed In an accident last win- 
ter led officials to establish firm be- 
liefs In the murder theory, Coroner 
Schmidt made the statement that the 
case was set down as a suicide. 

Duo to the fact that he had no 
steady employment Frazler had been 
moody of late, friends report. He 
was a banjo player In a dance orches- 
tra, and tho accident In which ho lost 
his finger made It difficult for him to 
play. 

Authorities are of' the opinion that 
'because of his lost finger and tho 
fact that ho had his loft hand 
bandaged, together with the size of 
the gun, it must have been a difficult 
task for him to shoot himself. 

Since there are no finger prints on 
the weapon, there. remain several un- 
solved mysteries In respect to the 
shooting.

Mr. Moody addressed tho prenoon 
session of the Seventeenth Annual 
Short Course in Highway Engineer- 
ing, University of Illinois, speaking 
on, "The Illinois Highway Mainten- 
ance Police." He furthered the 
statement or Governor Emmerson on 
Thursday night relative to' accept- 
ance of honoraria, 

"No man on the staff will be allow- 
ed to accept an honorarium", tho 
speaker declared. This statement 
was also advanced by the governor 
in addressing the banquet session. 
Everyone a Gentleman 
Political pressure that used to place 
men In positions will not bo tolerat- 
ed, Mr. Moody stressed. 

Eighty per coat of the men now 
employed in the state police force 
are ex-service men. 

"Thoy are gentlemen, who will 
discipline In tho correct fashion. 
They range In ages from 25 to 45 
years of age and. weigh between 150 
and 180 pounds, nnd are bettor than 
five feet In height. Policing of high- 
ways Is Just In Its Infancy, and tho 
reorganization calls for a great many 
new pinna. 

"Wo are allowed a quota of 300 
men, and we now have 220. During 
the spring nnd summer they will 
travel by motorcycle, and during tho 
winter months double up, using 
coupoB." 

After two nad one-half days of lis- 
tening to discussion on road prob- 
lems, Including everything from 
graders to subgraders characteristics, 
more than 500 visitors are enrouto 
to their homes throughout tho state, 
as tho final session was lato Friday 
afternoon, with Dr. M. M. Lelghton, 
chief of the State Geological survey, 
as one of the speakers. Along with 
tho geologist was A. H. Hlnkle, chief 
engineer of maintenance, Indiana 
state Highway commission, who 
spoko on low cost of bituminous road 
surfaces.

Easter salads, may be mosf colorful 
And attractive; and they offer nn ex- 
collent opportunity to add a seasonal 
touch, either to tho family meal or to 
party menus. While we all enjoy in- 
venting new combinations for salads, 
many of us are too busy to spend 
much time In working out attractive 
Ideas, so I am giving here .a few 
hints that you may want to follow In 
making up your salads at this season. 

Easter Applo Salad really Is only 
a hnrfl-bollod egg very much dressed 
up — but It Is sure to brine exclama- 
tions of delight when If Is served. 
Easter Basket Salad— made of celery 
shreds and colored cheese balls— Is 
another dish that looks almost too 
good to eat. While Easter Egg Fruit 
Salad is an unusually attractive 
member of the ever popular "fruit 
family." 

Evon the busiest cook can find 
time to make these salads, and they 
are so attractive that your chief 
difficulty will bo deciding which one 
to try first!

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ABOUT TRIP ABROAD 

Will Be Given Good Ser- 
vice in United States 
And Europe 



TO SPEND 7 DAYS AT GRAVES 
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Further detailed Information re- 
garding hor pilgrimage to the ccmo- 
- ogles of Europe is revealed In a let- 
ter received thin week by Mrs. Mary 
Mann, one of the two women In Antl- 
och who bear tho distinction of being 
Gold Star mothers. 

Will Be Given Good Service 
Arrangement!! have been made 
with the American Railroad assocla* 
Hon which assures tho Quartermaster 
General's office, Washington, D. C, 
the united support and co-operation 
of all the railroads In the United 
StatcH in offering the best possible 
service to tho six thousand mothers 
who will make this trip. • Mrs. Mann's 
railroad and sleeper ticket will be 
secured by tho local agent, who will 
fclso make the necessary pullmnn 
reservations. Prior to her departure 
from home .she will receive a check 
sufficient to pay for her meals and 
other travelling expenses whllo en- 
routo to Now York. Her railroad 
ticket will provide for a round trip 
from Antloch to New York and upon 
her arrival there, tho army officer in 
charge of tho New York office will 
collect the return trip stub and hold 
It until her return to New York from 
Europe. 

To Spend Seven Days at Cemeteries 
After spending from 24 to 48 hours 
In New York, Mrs. Mann will bo 
escorted to the, particular steamship 
upon which her passage has been en- 
gaged for Europe. When the ship 
docks at Cherbourg, France, she and 
tho members of her party will be met 
by an officer especially detailed for 
the purpose and taken In a special 
train to Paris. The nrst day there 
•will be a day.of rest. On the second 
day -the women of each party will 
place a "Wreath on the tomb of the 
French unknown soldier. In tho af- 
ternoon there will be a reception In 
which the French war mothers, gov- 
ernment officials, and prominent civil- 
ians will participate. "The following 
morning, the groups going to tho dif- 
ferent cemeteries will leave Paris, 
travelling in motor busses, and pro- 
ceed to the cemeteries where they 
will remain for about seven days. 
Upon return to that city, each party 
will remain for about five days and 
during tills time an opportunity will 
be given to see tho points of histori- 
cal interest in Paris and vicinity.

That every question has two 
sides to 1t Is Just as tme In adver- 
tising as in any argument.

The per- 
centnge of illiteracy in our country is 
greater than that in England, Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Norway, Den- 
mark and Japan. . 

Illinois Ranks 22nd 

* Illinois stands 22nd in percentage 
of illiteracy, and 25th from the top in 
native white illiterates. There are 
30,907 native white illiterates in Illi- 
nois, which is more than all the Illi- 
terates in the following states put to- 
gether: Idaho, Nevada, Wyoming, 
Utah, and Montana. 

The number of illiterates in Illinois 
has increased in the paBt decades as 
follows: 

In 1920—173.987 

In 1910—168,294 

The percentage of illiteracy in tho 

BUte'rangea from 0.4 per cent In Ken- 
dall county to 7.2 per cent in Pulaski 
county. Ninetoen counties in the 
state • have more than a thousand 
illiterates In them. One county, Cook, 
has, over 100,000.

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I HOW TO LIVE 
LONGER 
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(Frepsred hy the National Ofopraphle 
flocloty, Washington, D. C.) 

ACROSS southern France, where 
Hoods recently devastated a 
largo area, Ho tho Lateral and 
Midi canals, connecting the At- 
lantic and the Mediterranean. A 
unique sightseeing trip through this 
delightful country can he made along 
those waterways In a canoe. 

Tho start Is made at Bordeaux. 
With Its almost bIx miles of wharfage, 
It Is among tho few hlg ports which 
have troubled to beautify their water 
fronts. Its broad, quay-paralleling 
thoroughfare with here a tree-shaded 
promenade, there n public park, and 
yonder a towering pair of columns 
dedicated to Commorco and Naviga- 
tion, Illustrates for the benefit of many 
another slummy water front how sea- 
frdlghtlng may bring beauty out of 
business. , 

From Bordeaux for 25 miles the 
Garonne river forms tho waterway. 
The Lateral cannl starts at Castets, 
nnd parallels the river to Toulouse. 

Though navigation hasn't usually 
much to do with hills and dales, that 
landsman's phrase aptly describes a 
canal trip. Tho 200-mlle waterway 
which stretches from near Bordeaux 
to the Mediterranean— that Is, the con- 
joined routes of the Lateral and the 
Midi canals— Is regulated by 118 locks. 
These give a 020-foot drop on either 
side of Castelnaudary, tho highest In- 
termediate point. 

Thus, tho canoe voyager goes '•up- 
hill" to Castelnaudary, then "down 
date" to tho Medlterannean, averag- 
ing 10% feet of ascent or descent each 
tunc he passes a lock. 

Beautiful Country. 
The Lateral cannt leads through a 
smiling countryside of gently rippling 
hills nnd of close cultivation, with to- 
bacco plantations nnd vineyards alter- 
nating. Regiments of staked vines 
align themselves across tho fields nt 
tho queerest of angles, a planting sys- 
tem aimed at securing tho maximum 
exposure of sunlight. 

Hero nnd^ there some picturesque 
village, Its" Fifteenth-century houses 
dominated by a ruined donjon, mir- 
rors Itself In the Garonne. 

The cnnal and Us river feeder paral- 
lel each other for 120 miles, and It 
Is but a short stroll whenever one 
Wants a glimpse of the latter. Their 
courses Intersect nt Agen. One sud- 
denly finds himself cruising between 
two seemingly endless walls of ma- 
sonry, and the scenery begins to drop 
out. of sight. First the trees, then the 
dim hillsides, sink disquletlngly away 
into nether space. It Is tho canal-car- 
rying aqueduct, which floats barge 
traffic high jn air across the wide val- 
ley of tho Garonne. 

x Prehistoric Neighborhood. 
From Agen an interesting pilgrim- 
age can bo made to Les Eyzles' grot- 
toes where can be seen the habitations 
of Pleistocene man. It was In the 
early sixties that Les Kyzles' grottoes 
yielded finds of flint nnd horn Imple- 
ments, human skeletons, and bones of 
extinct animals. Subsequently these 
formed a basis for calculating the 
chronology of tho Stone age. 

Between the rudo representations of 
animals, scratched, by primitive -man 
on his cave's walls, and the nrt which 
caused Molssac's cloister columns to 
bloom with flowerllko beauty, lies all 
the mystery of tho timeless miracle 
tot mental evolution. 

Long before one enters the Cannl du 
Midi nt Toulouse, one renllzea how 
well named. Is France's "Midi." This 
is tho French word for mlddny. In 
summer nnd autumn It is n country of 
withering heat, shuttered houses, white 
roads, and dust-covered foliage, under 
a brilliant, cloudless sky. 

Toulouse— alas for tho betraying 
charm of Its name 1— sprawls common- 
place and disconsolate-looking, as If 
depicted by centuries of sunstroke. Of 
the medieval city that -was tho seat 
of a powerful countshlp and tho scene 
of religious wars, llttlo remains but 
St Sernln's Romanesque pile, named 
for St. SoturnlnU8, who was dragged 
behind tho bull he had refused to sac- 
rifice on Jupiter's altar, to recall Tou- 
louse's architectural past. 

Old Custom Retained. 
With one other exception what the 
visitor would expect of that high- 
sounding name Is discoverable only in 
histories, 

/This exception is the curious spec- 
tacle of forty citizen patrons receiving 
nlho gold and silver flowers from La 
murado's high altar, then doming 
through Toulouso to award these", artl- 
fleed amaranths, marigolds, and other 
blossoms in a poetry contest, and'flhal- 
}j hymning a eulogy on tho festival's

Such Is the May day fete of the nn- 
dent Academic des .Teux-Floraux. 
While floral festivals of varying kinds 
are hold at Nice, Cnhors, Lyons, Cette, 
nnd In Normandy, Cntlonln, and Rhen- 
ish Prussia, It Is only the Toulouslnn 
event which represents nn unbroken 
tradition of six centuries' span. 

At Toulouse travelers by cunnl leave 
the Lateral canal nnd enter the much 
older Cnnal du Midi. Constructed In 
1CC0-1CS1, this "canal of two sens" rep- 
resents the earliest step toward the 
present Atlnntlc-to-the-Rhone line. Be- 
yond that 20-mllo route extend the 
Rhone's northern cannl connections 
whereby barges can travel Inland from 
Bordeaux to various French channel 
ports. 

The most recently completed canal 
link In southern France has opened n 
Mnrsollles-to-Calals line. This is 852 
miles long, or considerably shorter 
than the sea route. 

The Cnnal du Midi Is not only nn 
Important commerce carrier; It Is 
among the most beautiful of French 
waterways. Immediately beyond Tou- 
louse It traverses a series of wood- 
land vistas, a ceaseless Interplay of 
lights, shadows and reflections, that 
change with each turn of this endless- 
ly twisting stream. 

The Midi canal's picturesque charac- 
ter Is duo to the mngnlflcent trees 
which line Its banks for more thnn 
100 miles. Hero are venerable oak 
glades, there alleys of plane trees, 
nnd yonder spear-straight pines or 
somber walls of cypress. Often, In- 
deed, ranks of these different species 
parallel each other in a multiplied 
depth of sylvan shelter. The lovely 
curves and green wealth of foliage are 
alike duo to Its plunners' method of 
mitigating, for the benefit of barge 
traffic, the sweeping winds of the 
region. 

Nothing less thnn the epithet "fish- 
ability" could convey n picture of the 
Midi's nnglers, squatting in endless 
succession ulong the cnnal bank. The 
nppronch of boats scarcely^ stirs them 
from their piscine dreams. 

Beyond Toulouse one has left Gas- 
cony behind and Is well Into Lnngue- 
doc. Gascony, Languedoc, Provence — 
names how redolent of history nnd ro- 
um nee 1 

From many remote blood strains nnd 
from constnnt transpyrcnenn Infllltrn- 
tlons has sprang up tho Midi type— 
dark-skinned, glowing-eyed, often Sar- 
ncsnllke. 

BUsy Market-Day Scenes. 
Castelnnudray tempts one ashore for 
that busiest of sights, market town, 
on market day. One of Its leafy squares. 
Is reserved for vegetable sellers, a sec- 
ond for poultry aud game, and a third 
for horse dealing. Down one street 
come cartfuls of huge hampers con- 
taining mixed fnmllles of ducks nnd 
rabbits. Down another come peasants 
bicycling Into town, with geese sitting 
sedately arow In trays attached to the 
handlebars. 

Trado Is brisk, and by noon the 
world nnd his wife ore walking home- 
ward with squirming rabbits and cock- 
ling chickens under their arms. 'As 
for tho horse fairs In Rosa Bonheur's 
native countryside, they are Just such 
animated sights as her famous can- 
vases portray. 

Carcassonne, on the Midi canal, Is 
two towns In one. Tho Cite Is com- 
pletely dlssoclntcd from Cnrcassone's 
Vllle Basse, or lower town. The for- 
'mer Is n steep hill," Its crest encircled 
with mighty walls, hardly less than a 
mile around, thronged with tnll towers 
showing candle-snuffer tops— the epito- 
me of hlgh-perchcd, drawbridge-guard- 
ed medievalism, profiled ugalnst fleecy 
clouds adrift In the blue. 

For 15 centuries It bus stood thus, 
The' Cite of Carcassonne. 

Beyond tho fact that the Roman em- 
pire gave self-government to Carcase, 
as It was then called, and classed It 
as a "noble" or "elected" city, little of 
Carcassonne's history emerges until the 
Fifth century. It was then that the 
Visigoths fortified this strategic point, 
which commands half a dozen Pyrem 
ean pnsses, by erecting the Cite -on tho 
rules of Roman ramparts, utilizing 
their knowledge of Roman fortifica- 
tions. 

For 1.500 years these fortifications 
have been accumulating the cobwebs 
of history. Here East met West nnd 
North met South, In tho" succession of 
foreign conquerors who came nnd 
went, now besieging tho Cite and now

A Dangerous Toy 

Tplin other day some children were 
* playing near ■ quarry. One of 
them picked up n shiny article re- 
sembling ■ small tin box. Curiosity 
got to work. UcnWe to pry It open, 
s hammer was used to smnsh IL Ut> 
8ult. one mangled arm and two per- 
manently disfigured fares. Thus It 
comes to pnss that hundreds of young 
people In this country are annually 
crippled by the blasting cap. 

It Is loglcul for parents to consider 
tho explosive hazard only In connec- 
tion with the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. However, the blustlng cap dan- 
ger Is more or less an ever present 
ono In certain localities. 

Annually hundreds of serious Occi- 
dents from this cuuse nre reported to 
the state and city health departments. 
Youngsters pick up these caps In the 
vicinity of mines, quarries or In the 
fields where agricultural blasting has 
been done The accident follows as 
an almost Inevitable consequence. And 
the sud feature of the situation lies 
In the easy avnldablllty of such haz- 
ards. 

Blasting caps contain fulminate of 
mercury, which Is a quick and power- 
ful explosive. Consequently, they nre 
not toys. Parents should warn their 
children never to tamper with them 
In any wny. They should be shunned 
as Is n rattlesnake. 

However, the main obligation rests 
with those who use them. A careful 
checkup should be dully required. 
Under no circumstances Bhould these 
devices he left nt home or In other 
places rcudiiy accessible to young 
people. 

Blasting caps are a necessary ad- 
junct to the nation's business. But 
that business most emphatically does 
not Include maiming and killing chil- 
dren. Let blustlng cup users and 
pa rents appreciate this fact.

This they display In their 
nntlquuted practice of smoking out 
germs alleged to be thriving where a 
case of communicable disease have 
been discovered. 

No one will deny that fumigation 
will kill bacteria. But It requires a 
sealed room and nn exceedingly care- 
ful technlc to accomplish It Provid- 
ed, that Is. that the germs were there 
In the first place. 

It Is a well established fact that 
most bacteria, responsible for com- 
municable disease, an body parasites. 
They leave the body In Its dischargee, 
usually those of the nose aud throat. 
Typhoid fever and other Intestinal dis- 
eases of germ origin are of course 
eliminated through the Intestines. 

It follows that the muln control ob- 
ject Is the person himself. Disinfec- 
tion of the bodily discharges, Investi- 
gation of contacts, missed enses and 
"carriers" should attract the real in- 
terest and concern. 

Entirely too much money Is being 
spent these days on the Victorian nnd 
quite useless practice of fumigation Id 
school rooms. Substitute for this sun- 
light, fresh ulr and nn application of 
soap and water. Jump out of tho 
horse-drawn brougham. Be modern, 
scientific nnd sensible.
